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statement  to  Developers  from 
the  Members  of  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency 


Unless  one  is  knowledgeable  of 
San  Francisco,  its  traditions, 
aspirations  and  planned 
development,  he  may  regard  this 
offering  as  merely  the  availability  of 
downtown  sites  for  purchase.  Yet 
downtown  land  for  purchase, 
development  and  profit  is  available 
in  many  a  community  throughout 
the  United  States. 

These  Golden  Gateway  sites  are 
extraordinary  parcels  worthy  of 
extraordinary  developers.  They  lie  at 
the  very  heart  of  a  highly  developed 
city  and  in  the  very  center  of  the  Bay 
Area,  the  United  States'  commercial 
and  cultural  anchor  to  the  Pacific 
Basin.  In  addition,  these  sites  are  in 
the  path  of  California's  and  the 
West's  great  population  growth. 

The  uses  of  these  sites  will 
unavoidably  reflect  past  and  present 
attitudes  in  this  country  toward 
San  Francisco,  yet  these  uses  look 
indeed  to  the  21st  Century.  "Omnes 
habitare  in  urbe  Sancti  Francisci 
volunt"— everybody  wants  to  live  in 
San  Francisco  — is  more  than  the 
motto  of  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency.  It  is  the 
hope  of  many  individuals  throughout 
the  world.  The  City  is  the  favorite 
of  businessmen.  Millions  of  people 
each  year  consider  themselves 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  visit  San 
Francisco.  With  such  popularity  and 
growth  of  the  community,  these 
choice  downtown  sites  imaginatively 
developed  are  certain  to  produce 
great  incomes  and  values  to  match. 

The  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency  believes  that  this  situation 
creates  a  responsibility  as  well  as 
an  opportunity  for  the  developers 
and  Agency  alike.  Negotiations  will 
be  welcome  with  developers  who 
share  with  the  Agency  the 


convictions  that  these  sites  warrant 
bold  and  imaginative  treatment, 
that  commercial  development  is 
enhanced  by  designs  which  respect 
the  unusual  scenic  advantages  of 
the  Gateway  area,  and  that  the 
structures  built  and  the  uses  to 
which  they  are  put  must  be  in 
keeping  with  the  leadership  role 
of  the  City.

Two  prime  parcels  are  now  available 
in  San  Francisco's  fanned  Golden 
Gateway  to  purchasers  who  will 
redevelop  the  land  for  commercial  and 
office  building  development.  The 
buildings  constructed  on  this  land 
will  lie  between  San  Francisco's 
landmark,  the  Ferry  Building  tower, 
and  the  financial  center  of  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area.  They  will  lie 
adjacent  to  Market  Street,  San 
Francisco's  "Main  Street,"  on  the 
one  side  and  the  Golden  Gateway 
residential  complex  under  construction 
by  Perini-San  Francisco  Associates 
on  the  other. 

Five  blocks  from  this  area  there  will 
be  located  a  major  terminal  of  the 
$792  million  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit 
System,  and  preliminary  studies 
propose  that  the  Municipal  Transit 
System,  which  will  be  part  of  the  transit 
development,  have  its  terminus  and 
turn-around  below  grade  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  the  parcel  facing 
the  Ferry  Building  Park.  Located  at  this 
same  corner  is  one  of  the  turntable 
terminals  of  San  Francisco's 
picturesque  and  functional 
cable  car  lines. 

Each  of  the  two  parcels  will  be  sold  as 
a  unit.  Block  230  is  one  unit.  Blocks  233 
and  234  represent  one  unit.  Parties 
interested  in  parcels  of  less  than  one 
unit,  but  not  less  than  25  percent 
thereof,  may  take  advantage  of  the 
Redevelopment  Agency's  willingness 
to  bring  together  parties  expressing 
such  an  interest.  The  approximate 
square-foot  area  of  the  parcels  is 
shown  on  the  map  on  page  5.  Blocks 
231  and  232  are  scheduled  for  the  same 
type  development  as  the  parcels 
described  herein  but  are  not  being 
marketed  at  the  present  time. 


The  Agency  will  entertain  proposals  on 
which  the  developers  will  offer  prices 
of  not  less  than  $2,300,000  for  Block 
230  and  $4,815,000  for  Blocks  233  and 
234.  The  Major  Factors  of  Evaluation 
and  Selection  of  Proposals  are 
covered  on  page  7.  The  plan  of 
financing  and  the  economic  feasibility 
of  the  proposals  are  subject  to  Agency 
approval.  Architectural  and  site  design 
must  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Redevelopment  Agency.  The  purchaser 
of  this  land  must  be  the  developer  or 
the  sponsor  of  the  redevelopment  and 
is,  therefore,  referred  to  throughout 
this  brochure  as  the  developer. 

Negotiations  with  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  may  start  immediately.  The 
offer  for  the  sale  of  this  land  at  the 
above-stated  prices  will  remain  in 
effect  until  12:00  midnight  PST, 
October  31, 1963.  The  Agency  reserves 
the  right  after  60  days  to  give 
notification  to  ail  holders  of 
Developer's  Packets  during  this 
six-month  period  that  after  30  days 
of  such  notification  no  additional 
negotiations  will  be  accepted  by 
the  Agency. 

The  Agency  is  prepared  to  expedite 
clearance  so  that  cleared  land  can 
be  delivered  prior  to  the  time 
contractual  arrangements,  financing, 
and  working  drawings  can  be 
completed  by  the  developer. 

Broker  participation  is  welcomed. 

A  commission  of  2V2  percent  will  be 
paid  by  the  Agency  to  the  broker 
involved  upon  recording  of  the  deed. 
If  a  broker  is  used,  the  Agency  limits  its 
negotiations  on  these  parcels  to 
parties  presenting  to  the  Agency  prior 
to  the  start  of  negotiations  a  jointly 
signed  document  between  the 
developer  and  his  solely  designated 
broker  in  connection  with  these  sites. 


The  Golden  Gateway 

The  world  famous  Golden  Gateway 
is  on  schedule  and  well  on  the  way 
to  completion.  Relocation  and 
demolition  operations  will  be 
scheduled  to  delivery  dates  to  be 
negotiated  with  developers.  The 
installation  of  public  improvements 
in  the  area  is  committed  and  will 
be  coordinated  with  private 
development  during  the 
construction  phases.  The 
description  of  site  improvements  to 
be  installed  is  covered  in  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  in  the 
Developer's  Packet. 

Perini-San  Francisco  Associates  is 
constructing  Phase  I  of  the 
residential  blocks  consisting  in 
total  of  2,200  apartments. 
Construction  of  Phase  II  will  begin 
in  the  fall  of  1963  and  Phase  III  in 
1965,  with  all  construction  on 
residential  structures  to  be 
completed  in  1966. 

Construction  of  a  1,250-car  public 
garage  and  the  25-story  office  tower 
building  being  built  by  Perini-San 
Francisco  Associates  in 
cooperation  with  the  Aluminum 
Company  of  America  is  scheduled 
to  begin  in  the  fall  of  1963. 
The  garage  will  have  three  levels 
and  cover  a  two-block  area. 

Ferry  Building  Park 

The  Ferry  Building  Park  fronting  on 
Blocks  233  and  234  is  already  being 
designed  as  a  new  type  of  urban 
recreation  area.  In  accordance 
with  the  projections  of  the 
Redevelopment  Agency,  the  Ferry 
Building  Park  can  complement  the 
development  at  ground  level  of 
cafes,  restaurants,  cinemas, 
theaters,  galleries,  and  related 
popular  entertainment  activities 
which  may  be  established  by  the 


developer  of  Blocks  233  and  234. 
No  such  park-building  arrangement 
is  known  to  exist  in  the  United 
States,  and  this  particular  area,  with 
its  attractive  surroundings  and 
downtown  location  in  a  city  already 
established  as  a  favorite  for  visitors 
from  all  over  the  world,  is 
considered  uniquely  suitable  for  this 
new  undertaking.  The  park  aspects 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  public 
agencies  involved  and  funds  are 
available  for  carrying  the  plans  of 
the  park  into  effect.  The 
development  of  the  recreation  uses 
of  the  structures  facing  the  park  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  developer 
in  consultation  with  the 
Redevelopment  Agency.  The 
developer's  desires  concerning  the 
Ferry  Building  Park  development 
will  be  accommodated  to 
the  maximum  degree  possible. 

Adjacent  Areas 

Also  of  interest  to  prospective 
purchasers  are  the  activities 
under  way  in  areas  adjacent  to  the 
Golden  Gateway.  To  the  west  in  the 
financial  center  private  construction 
has  shown  a  marked  increase.  In 
the  immediate  area  of  San 
Francisco  around  the  Golden 
Gateway  the  following  major 
buildings  are  examples  of  those 
which  have  been  completed 
since  1955:

In  November  1962  the  voters  of  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  approved 
a  $792  million  Rapid  Transit 
System  to  serve  the  Bay  Area  and 
downtown  San  Francisco,  which  will 
be  at  the  center  of  the  Transit 
System.  The  route  of  the  Transit 
System  runs  under  Market  Street, 
providing  a  multilevel 
transportation  system  and 
tentatively  a  pedestrian  mall. 

This  highlights  another  significant 
development  relating  to  the  area 
near  the  Golden  Gateway.  Leading 
businessmen  along  Market  Street 
have  undertaken  a  Market  Street 
Development  Project  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  potentialities  of 
this  core  street  and  the  scheduled 
Rapid  Transit  System  through 
downtown  San  Francisco. 

Employment  figures  are  a  good 
indicator  of  the  vitality  of  a  city's 
downtown.  Although  San  Francisco 
contains  only  20  percent  of  the 
Bay  Area  population,  it  has 
33  percent  of  all  the  area's  jobs. 
Some  types  of  employment  run 
much  higher.  San  Francisco 
contains,  of  the  Bay  Area, 
38  percent  of  the  trades 
employment,  38  percent  of  the 
employment  in  services,  44  percent 
of  the  jobs  in  transportation, 
communications,  and  utilities,  and 
60  percent  of  the  positions  in 
finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate.

Development  Possibilities  for 
Block  230 

This  block  offers  an  opportunity  to 
develop  in  the  heart  of  downtown 
San  Francisco  one  or  two 
commercial  structures  of  up  to 
23  stories  each  set  on  top  of  a 
two-story  base.  The  uses  permitted 
for  this  development  include 
business  offices,  professional 
offices,  local  retail  businesses, 
personal  services,  hotels,  clubs, 
recreational  facilities,  and 
amusement  establishments. 
Pedestrian  crossovers  will  join  the 
roof  of  a  two-story  base  structure 
covering  the  block  with  similar 
development  on  adjacent  blocks  to 
create  a  pedestrian  plaza  level 
above  street  traffic  below.  The 
two-story  base  structure  is  to  be 
used  principally  for  parking.  The 
Golden  Gateway  Redevelopment 
Plan  calls  for  a  10:1  ratio  of  floor 
area  to  lot  area  and  allows  up  to 
approximately  600,000  gross  square 
feet  of  development  above  the 
base  structure  level.

Development  Possibilities  for 
Blocks  233  and  234 

These  blocks,  to  be  developed 
together,  offer  an  opportunity  to 
develop  a  complex  of  major 
commercial  structures  on  a  site 
facing  San  Francisco's  famous 
Ferry  Building  across  a  new  urban 
park.  Buildings  may  rise  to  a  height 
of  up  to  23  stories  set  on  top  of  a 
two-story  base  structure  covering 
the  two  blocks.  Pedestrian 
crossovers  will  join  the  roof  of  the 
two-story  base  structure  with 
similar  development  on  adjacent 
blocks  to  create  a  pedestrian  plaza 
level  above  street  traffic  below. 
The  uses  permitted  for  this 
development  include  business 
offices,  professional  offices,  local 
retail  businesses,  personal  services, 
hotels,  clubs,  recreational  facilities, 
and  amusement  establishments. 
The  two-story  base  structure  is  to 
be  used  principally  for  parking,  but 
a  portion  of  one  ground  level  facing 
onto  the  Ferry  Building  Park  is  to 
be  developed,  pursuant  to 
Redevelopment  Agency  preference, 
for  cultural-recreational  uses  at  a 
popular  level,  such  as  little 
theaters,  arenas,  restaurants,  art 
galleries,  music  and  book  shops, 
coffee  houses,  outdoor  cafes,  etc. 
The  Golden  Gateway 
Redevelopment  Plan  calls  for  a 
10:1  ratio  of  floor  area  to  lot  area 
and  allows  up  to  approximately 
1,200,000  gross  square  feet 
of  development  above  the  base 
structure  level. 


Special  Elements 
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Major  Factors  of  Evaluation  and 
Selection  of  Proposals 

Although  the  Agency  sets  forth 
throughout  this  brochure  its 
conditions  for  negotiating  with  a 
developer  for  the  sale  of  these 
parcels,  the  major  factors  for 
evaluating  developer's  proposals 
are  listed  below. 

1.  The  proposed  development  must 
make  outstanding  economic 
contributions  to  the  area  and  tothe  City. 

2.  The  proposed  development  must 
offer  the  highest  standards  of 
excellence  in  architectural  and  site 
design.  Proposals  will  be  evaluated 
on  the  basis  of  the  degree  to  which 
they  meet  the  urban  design 
objectives  set  forth  in  this  brochure 
and  in  the  Statement  of  Plan 
Requirements  and  Design 
Objectives  in  the  Developer's  Packet. 

3.  Developers  will  be  required  to 
devote  one  percent  of  construction 
costs  to  works  of  art  exposed 

to  public  view. 

4.  The  developer  of  Blocks  233  and 
234  may  allocate  the  larger  portion 
of  the  expenditures  required  for 
works  of  art  to  community  service 
facilities  for  recreational  and 
cultural  activities  not  normally 
self-supporting,  such  as  spaces, 
areas,  or  small  auditoriums  for  the 
performing  arts.  The  provisions  and 
treatment  of  such  spaces  by 
developers  will  be  evaluated  in  the 
final  selection.  Allocating  funds  to 
such  community  facilities  in  these 
blocks  will  complement  the  exterior 
works  of  art  which  government 
agencies  will  provide  in  the  Ferry 
Building  Park. 

5.  Time  required  to  start  and 
complete  construction. 


Special  Requirements  and 
Information  of  Interest 
to  Developers 

1.  The  developer's  proposal  must 
include  a  statement  of  willingness 
to  submit  architectural  design  for 
review  and  approval  by  the  Agency. 
The  selection  of  an  architect  by  the 
developer  at  the  time  the  proposal 
is  presented  is  not  required,  but  a 
factor  in  the  negotiations  will  be  the 
selection  by  the  developer  of  an 
architect  whose  ability  and 
experience  qualify  him  to  design 
the  development. 

2.  The  developer  must  submit  during 
negotiations  an  acceptable 
statement  of  his  plans  for  financing 
the  project. 

3.  If  the  developer  does  not 
maintain  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  an  office  with  a  full-time 
representative  authorized  to  make 
decisions  on  behalf  of  the 
developer,  such  an  office 
appropriately  staffed  must  be 
established  within  six  months 
following  the  date  of  the  Agency's 
formal  acceptance  of  the  offer  to 
purchase  the  parcel 

and  develop  it. 

4.  Upon  request  of  a  negotiating 
party,  the  Agency  will  undertake  to 
advise  other  interested  parties  of 
the  identity  of  such  negotiating 
party  and  will  refer  such  interested 
parties  to  the  negotiating  party  or  to 
such  agent  or  broker  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  negotiating  party. 

5.  Development  must  proceed  on  an 
orderly  schedule.  The  land  may  not 
be  held  for  speculative  resale  prior 
to  completion  of  construction,  and 
no  conveyance  may  be  made 
before  construction  is  completed 
without  the  prior  approval  of  the 


Agency.  No  Certificate  of 
Completion  may  be  awarded  by  the 
Agency  until  the  construction  is 
completed  according  to  Agency 
approved  plans. 

6.  While  it  is  recognized  from  the 
Soil  Engineer's  Report  on  General 
Foundation  Conditions  in  the 
Developer's  Packet  that  foundation 
costs  may  run  slightly  higher  in 
Blocks  233  and  234  than  in  Block 
230,  Blocks  233  and  234  have  the 
unusual  and  special  advantage  of 
being  an  integral  part  of  the  Ferry 
Building  Park  development.  For  this 
reason  the  square-foot  price  of  the 
land  in  Blocks  233  and  234  is  not 
reduced,  notwithstanding  possible 
differentials  in  foundation  costs.

How  a  Developer  Should  Proceed 

Parties  interested  in  exploring  the 
purchase  and  development  of  either 
of  these  parcels  may  proceed 
through  the  following  steps  in  the 
order  listed: 

1.  Obtain  additional  copies  of  this 
brochure  without  charge.  However, 
brokers  who  desire  to  issue  large 
volumes  of  these  brochures  will  be 
required  to  purchase  their  supplies 
from  the  Agency  at  50  cents  per 
copy.  No  uncompensated  releases 
of  more  than  10  copies  to  an 
addressee  will  be  made  by 

the  Agency. 

2.  Purchase  a  Developer's  Packet 
for  $50.00  (not  returnable).  See 
page  10  for  details.  One  packet  will 
serve  for  either  parcel.  Names  of 
purchasers  of  Developer's  Packets 
will  not  be  disclosed  by  the  Agency 
without  the  written  consent  of 

the  purchasers. 

3.  Submit  a  jointly  signed  document 
between  the  developer  and  his 
solely  designated  broker  in 
connection  with  these  sites,  if  a 
broker  is  used,  and  deposit  $5,000 
with  the  Agency  for  the  purpose  of 
entering  into  negotiations.  This  sum 
is  returnable  within  24  hours  without 
interest  upon  demand.  The  Agency 
retains  the  right  to  accept  as  many 
of  these  deposits  as  it  considers 
desirable,  but  will  return  all  such 
deposits  when  any  developer  has 
reached  to  Agency  satisfaction  the 
stage  identified  in  Step  4  below. 

4.  Deposit  $50,000  as  a  good  faith 
deposit  upon  the  completion  of 
satisfactory  negotiations,  which 
shall  include  the  submission 
satisfactory  to  the  Agency  of  the 
various  required  documents,  as  set 
forth  below  under  Offer  to 


the  Agency.  This  deposit  will  be 
held  as  security  until  a  satisfactory 
Disposition  Agreement  is  executed 
between  the  developer  and  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  and  the 
deposit  under  Step  5  below  is  made. 

5.  Deposit  a  net  of  five  percent  of  the 
full  purchase  price  of  either  parcel 
to  be  bought  at  the  time  the 
Disposition  Agreement  is  signed. 
This  sum  is  to  be  retained  until 
satisfactory  completion  of  the 
construction  on  the  site,  when  it  will 
be  returned  without  interest,  or  it 
may  be  returned  without  interest  at 
any  time  prior  to  such  completion 
provided  there  is  substituted 
therefor  a  performance  bond  in 
form  and  amount  considered 
adequate  guarantee  to  the  Agency 
for  the  satisfactory  construction 
and  completion  of  the  project  in 
accordance  with  the  approved  plan. 

6.  Make  payment  of  the  purchase 
price  on  the  date  agreed  upon  for 
the  delivery  of  the  land;  or  seek  an 
extension  of  that  date  up  to  six 
months  at  the  option  of  the 
developer,  provided  there  is  a 
monthly  payment  to  the  Agency  of  a 
sum  established  in  advance  in  lieu 
of  taxes  for  payment  by  the  Agency 
to  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  plus  a  payment  of  five 
percent  per  annum  on  the  balance 
due.  (Any  further  extension  on 
these  terms  beyond  the  six-month 
period  shall  be  at  the  sole  discretion 
of  the  Redevelopment  Agency.) 


Offer  to  the  Agency 

An  offer  for  the  purchase 
of  either  site  shall  include  the 
following: 

1.  Redeveloper's  Statement  for 
Public  Disclosure,  Form  H-6004, 
including  Redeveloper's  Statement 
of  Qualifications  and  Financial 
Responsibility. 

2.  Offer  to  Purchase  Land  in 
the  form  contained  in  the 
Developer's  Packet. 

3.  Certified  check  for  $50,000 
payable  to  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency. 

4.  Such  supplementary  information 
required  as  the  result  of 
negotiations. 

5.  Statement  of  willingness  to  pay 
the  Agency  up  to  $10,000  on 
Blocks  233  and  234  and  up  to
